INDEMNITY ASKED.
Dnmnges Clnimed for Detention of
French Blockade Hunners.

General Transatlantie  Company,
through Ambassador. Cambon, has filed
with the Btate Department a claim for
1,600,000 francs as Indemnity for losses sguf-
fered in the seizure and detentlon of two of
its vessels, the Monoubla and Lafayette,
during the eiarly days of the Spanish-Ameri-
can war. The vessels were selzed while
tryving to run the blockade established by
this government at the port of Havana, the
claim set up by them being that they were
not aware of the fact that war had been de-
clared. Both wvessels were afterward re-
leased, and the company now so¢ks repara-
tion for thelr detentlon. The corresponi-
ence regarding the seizurs of the Lnfavette
begins on the 6th of May, 1808, The claim
| has been referred by Secretary Hay to the
In-urt -uof clalms with the following state-
ment:
